PRESCRIPTION DRUG COSTS TOO HIGH?  Look into the Extra Help program from the Social Security Admin-

istra�on! You may be eligible to apply for Extra Help in mee�ng prescrip�on drug costs... you can be a 

homeowner and s�ll poten*ally qualify for this program!  Benefits for 2016 include drug co-pays as low as 

$2.95 for generics and $7.40 for brand name drugs. An Extra Help applica�on can be completed any�me 

during the year.  You may be eligible if you receive gross annual income of up to $1,491 per month for indi-

viduals with an asset limit of $13,640, or $2,011 monthly income for a couple with an asset limit of $27,250.

FUNDING FOR HOME REPAIRS L FUEL ASSISTANCE: Franklin has funding to help low and moderate income 

property owners make repairs to their proper�es and provide fuel assistance.  See below: 

Help with Home Repairs for eligible owners of residen�al proper�es who can receive up to $35,000 per unit 

to make needed repairs. Assistance will be provided in the form of zero-interest deferred payment loans. No 

repayment is required unless the property is sold or refinanced. At the end of 15 years the loan is forgiven 

and becomes a grant.  Applica�ons are available at the Senior Center.  
 

IRS SCAM: The Franklin Police note that there have been mul�ple instances of scam ar�sts calling seniors to 

say they owe the IRS money and will be subject to arrest and prosecu�on. Seniors are asked to provide per-

sonal informa�on or send a money amount to a bogus address. This should put up a warning flag right away 

as the IRS will not have to ask us for any personal informa�on as they already have it all. Hang up immedi-

ately on these calls!  
 

RMV NEAR ME PROGRAM OFFERED AT THE FRANKLIN SENIOR CENTER:  We are now able to help elders 

with Registry of Motor Vehicles (RMV) transac�ons at the Senior Center.  Our staff has been trained by the 

RMV, and is now able to assist elderly residents with conduc�ng online transac�ons as well as helping to lo-

cate important RMV forms, documents, and resources online. Examples of several RMV transac�ons that 

can be processed at Senior Center include: 1) renewing MassachuseRs driver’s licenses online (if the resi-

dent is younger than 75), 2) renewing a motor vehicle registra�on, 3) Change of Address, 4) Duplicate li-

cense or registra�on, and 5) How to report a lost or stolen disability placard and how to request a replace-

ment.
